defendants, who, he alleged, were 
parties to the thefts. 

Alsabrook testified that one Char- 
ley Hunter repeatedly came into the 
former's express car when the for- 
mer was a messenger and looked 
over goods, sometimes purchasing 
something. In one case, Alsabrook 
saic, W. V. Meeks, one of the de 
fendants, had come into his car 
and looked over some ladies’ under- 
wear, but did not buy on the cdi 
plaint that the price was too high. 

Witness Is Guarded. 

Guarded by special agents of the 
American Railway Express com- 
pany, W. A. Hughes, former mes- 
senger of the company and the gov- 
ernment’s, star witness, took the 
witness stand here this afternoon 
in federal court in the trial of 63 
of 64 men indictec by a federal 
grand jury on charges of conspir- 


ing to rob the company of goods 
valued at more than $1,000,00v. 

Hughes, it was explained, was un- 
der guard on account of messages 
he is said to have recsiupa threaten- 
ing death if he testified against the 
other defendants. Hughes was one 
of the five men to plead guilty, and 
it ig expected that his testimony 
alone’ will take up four cays of the 
trial. :

Be- 
fore Hughes left the stand at 2 
o’clock for the adjournment of court, 
he identified as stolen goocs a bi- 
cycle’and several pairs of shoes.

HardingApproves 
Act of Officers 
On Irish Parade 


President Indorses Refusal 
to Allow U. S. Troops 
to Participate. 


Washington, March 17.—Action of 
army and navy officers in refus- 
ing to permit American troops to 
participate in an, evacuation day 
parade at Boston of which Irish 
freedom advocates are in charge, 
was formally appreved today by 
President Harding. after a confer- 
ence with Secretary Hughes of the 
state department and Secretary 
Weeks of the war department. 

The question of using federal 
troops in the parade came to the 
president’s attention through a tel- 
egram from Jolin F. Harrison, of 
Houston, state president of the 
American Association for Recogni- 
tion of the Irish Republic, who 
asked whether “autocratic” rulings 
by the army and navy officers in 
command of the troops were to be 
backed up by the white house. in 
reply George B. Christian, Jr., the 


president’s secretary, sent.Mr. Har- 
rigan the following telegram: 
“Your telegram has been called 
to the attention of the president 
and he directs me to say in reply 
that army and navy commanders 


have authority to direct the forces | 


under their command. The govern- 
ment raises no issue about the fit- 
ness of your celebration of evacua- 
tion day, and the spirit of S5t.

The defendant denied he had been 
drinking on New Year’s eve: that 
he was driving at a rapid rate of 
speed at the time his car struck 
the children on East Lake drive 
near Second avenue, anc asserted 
he was forced to turn from the right 
side of the road because a truck 
approached on the wrong side. When 
he turned to the left. his car struck 
a depression in the drive, he said, 
causing him to lose control. 

With tears in his eyes, he told 
the jury he would not have hurt 
“the little girls for anything in the 
world,” and that, if “it could nave 
been otherwise, I would rather be 
cead than they.” He declared he 
did mot, see the ‘children until he 
had ‘already turned, and that one 
had started across the road and then 
back again.

Close of Argaments,” 

Following the close of arguments 
by Solicitor A. M. Brand and Mr. 
Carpenter Thursday night at 9 
o’clock, it .was, indicated that the 
case would’ go to the jury about 
noon Friday. Frank Hooper will 
make the first argument for the 
defense Friday and Attorney How- 
ard will close for the prosecution.

“unavoidable,’”” Mr. Carpenter de- 
nied that Pirkle had maliciously 
killed the two Guinn children. He 
attacked the evidence of Ferrest 
Adair to the effect that Pirkle’s car 
had passed hind on East Lake drive 
just before it struck the children 
traveling at a speed of 50 or 655 
miles an hour, stating it was im- 
possible for a Ford to trave)] at 
such a speed. 

Mr. Carpenter maintained’ that 
the state had not established that 
Pirkle was drinking, or that the 
speed at the time the car hit the 
children was in excess of the law, 
adding that approaching the Pirkle 
car on the left side, caused the acci- 
dent which resulted in the death of 
the two children. 

Stir in Court. 


When Pau! Cappenter announced 
the defendant would take the stand, 
the crowded courtroom was in an 
immediate stir, many leaving their 
seats to crowd around the railing 
before the lawyers and judge’s cir- 
cle. Even Judge Hutchinson left his 
seat, and the defendant’s counsel 
crowded around the witness stand 
where Pirkle sat. The jurymen 
leaned forward and the disorder in 
the room grew until it was neces- 
sary for both the judge and bailiffs 
to call for order.

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DECLARES MADDOX 


Raps Constitution, Cham- 
ber of Commerce and 
Prominent Citizens in 
Speech Thutsday Night. 


James W. Maddox, sworn into the 
oInce of police commissioner sé€v- 
eral days ago by Mayor Key after 
naving oeen erroneousiy aeciarea 
elected by council, reversed himself 
for the third time with regard. to 
his stand on the matter Thursday 
night, when he told a crowd of 
Fifth ward citizens that he would 
not resign, as he had at last decided 
and as Mayor Key had advised fim 
to do, after the general protest 
which went up after his being de- 
clared elected on a tie vote. Ellis 
Barrett, who received equally as 
many votes, stated simply and brief- 
ly Thursday night that he would 
fight for his rights in the case, in 
the courts or in any other fair way, 
aslongas there is a drop of blood 
left in his Body. 

“Ido not believe that Mr. Maddox 
is any more entitled to the office 
than I am, and I intend to fight 
the matter to a finish,” said Mr. 
Barrett. “You have heard Mr. Mad- 
dox; you have heard that 1 still 
oppose him. That is all I have to 
say.” 

Te Detérmine Attitude. 

The occasion was a meeting call- 
ed in the auditorium of the English 
Avenue school, ostensidiy tor tne 
purpose of determining the attitude 
of the citizens on who should rep- 
resent them in the police commis- 
sion.

KRONSTADT FALLS 
T0 SOVIET TROOPS 


Announcement Is Made 
by Revolutionary Com- 
mittee Which Is Now in 
Finland. , 


Helsingfors, March 17.—Kron- 
stadt has surrendered to the soviet 
forces. This announcement is made 
by the revolutionary committee of 
Kronstadt, which has arrived in 
Finland accompanied by 800 sol- 
diers. 

Before retreating from Kronstadt 
the revolutionists blew up the war- 


ships Petropavlovsk and Sebastopol. 
General Koslovski, leader of the 


revolutionists, has also arrived in 
Finland. 


BELITTLES 
REVOLT. 

London, March 17.—A _  tlengthy 
dispatch to The Manchester Guar- 
dain, from a correspondent who has 
just reached Reval from Moscow, 
and who has been at Petrograd dur- 
ing the recent uprising. ridicules 
extensively the reports of a serious 
revolt in Petrograd or Moscow. 

There is certainly some vocifer- 
ous’ discontent in Moscow. he de- 
clared, but this is owing to the 
food and fuel shortage. And the 
‘manifestations of this discontent 
are limited chiefly to the holding 
of mass meetings and occasional 
strikes, with none of the bloody 
battles reported from centers of 
white propaganda. 

At Moscow the correspondent saw 
workmen and soldiers fishing 
through the ice under the walis 
of the Kremlin while, according to 
foreign newspapers, “machine cuns 
were rattling in the streets of Mos- 


a communist parade,” he 
telling of the only evi- 
dence of military activity. “which 
ended in a snowball fight.” 
Petrograd, he deciaresa. is in a 
state of siege, but is not under 
bombardment. The battleships at 
Kronstadt show no smoke. and ev- 
idently have no fuel. Only one of 
them, the Petro Paviosk. has made 
an attempt to move, and her try 
at breaking the ice was wunsuc- 
cessful. 

The soviet. he conciudes. has de- 
cided to crush the revolt in the 
easiest possible manner. whoue 
damaging either the warships ‘

Commission Denies — 
Move For Rehearing 
On Telephone Rates 


WILL NOT RESIGN, 


Decision Amounts to Dec- 
laration That Franchise 
Contracts Fixing Below- 
Service Rates Are Void. 


THESE DISCRIMINATE 
AGAINST OTHER CITIES

let Voted in Favor of 
Granting Rehearing. 


The Georgia remete commission 
Thursday denied applications of a 
number of municipalities to reopen 
the hearing on its recent decision 
granting increased rates to the 
Southern Bell Telephone company 
on the ground that favorable ac- 
tion on the specific applications 
would be discriminatory against 
communities not so petitioning. 
The action of the commission in 
denying the applications of munici- 
palities which appealed against 
rates of the Southern Bell company 
amounted in short to a declaration 
by the commission that special con- 
tracts fixing specific rates entered 
into between municipalities and the 
Southern Bell company are _ void 
where the rates fixed in the con- 


tracts are lower than the actual } 


cost of service at present and fail 
to conform to the classification of 
exchanges as outlined in the com- 
mission’s decision of February 3. 

Explaining the action of the 
commission in declaring the’ con- 
tracts void, Commissioner J. A. 
Perry said: ; 

Perry’s Statement. 

“For .several years the Southern 
Bell Telephone company made a 
practice of going into certain com- 
munities and buying out local com- 
panies or making such _  arrange- 
ments for ita entrance to business 
in these communities as to warrant 
the making of a special rate for 
service, a rate that was under the 
actual cost of present-day service. 

“In rendering its decision Feb- 
ruary 3, when it granted the new 
rates, the commission- grouped ex- 
changes according to the number 
of stations of each exchange into 
certain classes {in an effort to make 
rates uniform in a way throughout 
the state. 

“If one town getting a. special 
low rate under a franchise contract 
which made it impossible for the 
Company to pay for the cost of the 
service in that town, it is _reason- 
able to conelude that, as the tele- 
phone company is jygtly entitled to 
a:fair return upon its investment, 
the loss in that particular town 
must be made up fof by other 
towns or communities. 

Void for Discrimination. 

“For that reason, ,the franchise 
contract was discriminatory against 
other towns in genera] and was 
void because of its discrimination.” 

The vote on the applications was 
close, both Chairman Murphey Can- 
dler and Commissioner John Boi- 
feuillet voting for the new trial. 

The application was made by At- 
lanta, Augusta, Macon, Smyrna, Syl- 
vester, Cordele, Gatnesyille,  Ten- 
nille, Eatonton, Buford, ,Lawrence- 
Ville, Montezuma, Eastman; Millen. 
Madison, Rutledge, P Forsyth, and 
Monticello. 

A similar decision was issued by 
the commission on the application 
for rehearing by the towns of Moul- 
trie, Boston, Pavo and other com- 
munities served by the Consolidated 
Telephone and Telegraph company. 
The rehearing was denied because 
no new evidence, showing a change 
in conditions, was submitted by the 
petitioners. No discriminatory rates 
were involved in this case. 

Resentment in Moultrie. 

In Moultrie resentment against 
the increase in telephone rates was 
probably most outspoken in the 
state. 

Protesting citizens of Moultrie, 
as well as citizens of other towns 
in the same section, sent instruc- 
tions to their telephone officials, 
signed by numbers of persons, to 
remove their telephones. 

The thayor of Moultrie, who did 
not order his telephone removed, in- 
curred so much criticism in this 
connection that he recently resign- 
ed, declaring that he did not care 
to longer remain a butt for public 
criticism merely because he had fail- 
ed to have his telephone removed 
“in response to popular clamor.” 

The recent order of the commis- 
sion granting increase in rates was 
a voluminous document. which 
granted different raises for differ- 


ent exchanges and cities. In Atlan- 
ta rates on business phones were 
raised from $7.50 to $10.50 and resi- 
dence phones from $4 to $5. 

Some of these municipalities 
based their plea for a rehearing on 
the ground that there had been an 
abrogation of municipal contracts 
by the Southern Bell, while others 
asked that the case be reopened as 
a g@nheral protest against any fur- 
ther burdens on the public at this 
time. 

Comm ’ Statement. 

In rendering its decision, the com- 
mission declared: , 

f the former class of applicants 
they present cases resulting from 
agreements or negotiations without 


consideration of other communities} 
‘being served by the company under 


substantially similar conditions, 

and are therefore discriminatory. 
“If there is anything devolving 

upon this commission that is clear 


and certain it is the requirement of: 


the law that discriminations, of 
whatever king and wherever they 


may exist, mst co. . 

“Of the latter class of complain- 
ants they do not present any in- 
formation that was not considered

Paris, March 17.—The decisions 
of the Lendon reparations confer- 
ence, the occupation of Duesseldorf 
and other German cities and the ap- 
Plication of the allied economic 
penalties on Germany were ap- 
proved by the chamber of deputies 
this afternoon by a vote that was 
virtually unanimous except for the 
socialists and communists. The

Intrastate Shipments in 
Georgia to Carry Same 
Freight Chafges as In- 
terstate Traffic. 


FLORIDA STATE RATES 
ALSO ORDERED HIGHER 


Commission Cites Exam- 
ple of Disturbance in 
Traffic Which It Alleges 
Present Rates Cause. 


Washington, March 17.—Fre:ght 
rates on cotton, cotton linters an 
brick within the’ state of Georgia 
fixed by the state authorities were 
ordered by the interstate commerce 
commission today to be raised April 
23 to levels in effect in’ interstate 
traffic. 

Passenger fares were referred to 
in the title of the case heard by 
the commission, but it developed at 
the hearing that no question was 
presented with respect to them. 

Rates charged on the commodities 
named, the commission held, “re- 
sult in undue prejudice to shippers 
of interstate traffic, undue orefer- 
ence of shippers of state traffic and 
in unjust discrimination against in- 
terstate commerce.” 

The Georgia commission, follow- 
ing an announcement by the inter- 
state commerce commission in 1920 
fixing the rates in state and inter- 
state commerce permitted a 25 per 
cent increase between points in 
Georgia on the classes and on all 
commodities except those named 
The carriere’ application for an in- 
crease gn these commodities was 
denied, 

Claims Disturbance. 

Rates fixed by the state authori- 
ties resu!t in a general disturbance 
of the relationship between the 
Georgia state and the inferstate 
rates.an cotton, the cammission sald. 
As an example-of such disturbance 
the commission cited the folidwing: 


“The rates trom Georgia points to’ 


the ports of Savannah and Bruns- 
wick, Ga., are 25 per cent higher for 
export or interstate movement be- 
yond than for local shipment, the 
result being that cotton is now b:ii- 
ed locaily to the ports that other- 
wise would be shipped at the in- 
terstate or export rate. From Au- 
gust 26, 1920, the effective date of 
the increased interstate rate which 
prior to that date was ‘the same as 
the local rate, to December 6, 192), 
the opening date of this hearing, 


the number of bales shipped to Sa- 
vannah and Brunswick as export or 
interstate cotton was only 23.000 
compared with local ‘shipments of 
143,000 bales.

Order for Florida. 


Railroads in Florida were order- 
ed today by the interstate com- 
merece commission to raise state 
rates to the level In effect in in- 
terstate traffic, effective April 26. 

The commission also \held that 
rates charged in state ffic in 
Florida resulted In “undue preju- 
dice to shippers in interstate traf- 
fic, in undue preference to ship- 
ers of stategtraffic and in un- 
ust discrimination against inter- 
state commerce.”

The woman who shot Jake L. Ha- 
mon, powerfu!) millionaire Okla- 
homa politician, as the climax of 
a ten-year love affair, was acquit- 
tee by the jury here at 5:07 p. m. 
Thursday after it had deliberated 
for 45 minutes. 

The verdict was not unexpected. 
Despite the efforts of the prosecu- 
tion to send the attractive young 
woman to the penitentiary for her 
act, it was generally accepted that 
she would be quickly freed by the 
jury. 

When the jury filed in and re- 
sumed its seats in the jury box, 
Judge Champion, in the midst of 
tense silence, asked:

“If the grave could open up and 
the dead man have a reproach of 
conscience, he would tell you that 
he is the one most to blame,” 
Champion shouted. 

“Girls like this have ever been 
acquitted; girls like this ever will 
be acquitted, so long as the spirit 
of God lasts,” Champion said in 
closing, after having asked if 
“breathed there a man who would 
Say this little girl should pay with 
her life.” 

Thanks Newspapers. 

Clara Hamon came to the press 
room to thank the newspaper work- 
ers hanging on the arms of Sheriff 
Buck Garrett and hen brother, and 
with tears streaming down her 
face, said: 

‘I am the happlest woman In the 
world.” 

She used a secret passage from 
the court room to escape the crowds 
and went to a lower floor of the 
county building, where she sat for 
some time. receiving congratula- 
tions.

Clara Hamon immediately left 
Ardmore on November 22, and it 
was established during the trial,

trator for the Hamon estate, and 
with $5,000 furnished her by Hamon 
through Ketch. She went to Chi- 
huahua City, Mexico. traveling part 
of the way across Oklahoma and 
Texas by automobile and trying in- 
effectually once to obtain an air- 
Plane for her flight. She surren- 
dered to the Carter county sheriff 
at E] Paso and returned to Ardmore 
Christmas day. 

The trial has been remarkable by 
its sta tling developments, accord- 
ing to counsel. A jury was ob- 
tained in less than six hours, al- 
though Mr. Hamon was regarded as 
probably the best known man in 
Carter county, and the story of his 
shooting, Clara Hamon’s flight, the 
several weeks’ search for her, and 
finally her surrender and release on 
bond had been given wide publicity. 

The state’s case was based upon 
alleged. dying statements of Mr. 
Hamon in which he was quoted as 
having said that he had been shot 
by Clara Hamon as he lay upon 
the bed in his own -room.

“When a messenger went broke 
while playing poker,” he testified, 
‘he would stop the game long 
enough for him to open a shipment 
and sell some article to the other 
players in order to get money to 
continue,” he declared. 

He talked rapidly and quietly, re- 
vealing with the utmost composure 
the theft of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of goods. His testimony was 
filled with details which he recount- 
ed as fully as if it were only yes- 
tercay the acts were committed. 

Hughes has been under guard 
since the trial began Monday. It 
was understood several threats by 
the defendants to take the life of 
the witness have been made, it is 
alleged, if he gave out anything on 
them. A _ special guard has been 
detailed to watch him during the 
remainder of the trial. 

He will resume his testimony 
when court reconvenes Fricay morn- 
ing. It is believed that he will be 
on the stand for four or five days. 

Hughes testified that he is now 
special agent of the American Rail- 
way Express company. He has been 
with the express company since 
1903, first as a helper and then as 
a messenger. He left the service 
for about three years, he says, re- 
turning to the express company in 
October, 1914, as a messenger. 

“Between the fall of 1917 and Au- 
rust, 1920, when I was arrested, I 
stole articles from the express com- 
pany,” he said. | 

“Did you always divide the ship- 
ments you stole?” he was asked. 

“Not always, but ninety-nine 
times out of a hundred I divided the 
shipments with the defendants pre» 


“Is there any defendant on trial 
with whom you did not carry on 
conversations about stealing from 
the express company or transact 
deals with?” he was asked. 

“There are only two I had no 
transactions with. They are Joshua 
Stewart and C. M. Crosson,” he an- 
swered. 

Discussed Thefts Freely. 

“Did you talk freely to all the 
defendants except two about steal- 

“Yes, sir.” 

Hughes said the first he knew of 
the stealing was when the other 
ren began talking about it and 
saying how easy it was to get away 
with. He said they preferred to 
steal misrouted packages because 
they were hard to trace. 

The witness related how the car 
duc rs between the baggage and ex- 
press cars were thrown open on the 
trips. 

“What was the advantage of hav- 
ing the car doors thrown open?” Mr. 
Powers questioned. 

“When the car doors were open 
that gave us two cars of shipments 
to look over instead of one.”’ 

“What do you mean by ‘looking 
over?” 

“Looking over the shipments to 
see if there was anything we could 
use,” he explained. 

Describing the poker playing, the 
witness ntinued: “We didn’t talk 
much aBout stealing while we were 
playing, but when one of us went 
broke we had to get something out 
of the shipments to sell to get mote 
money to play on. One of the pia 
ers would buy something from the 
cne of us who went-~broke if we 
could find something he wanted ” 

Practice Spreads. 

In describing how the stealing 
Srew after the fall of 1917, Hughes 
said that the first two meh who 
told him about it were W. G. Mixon 
and Earnest Fields. 

“After 1 saw Fields and 
I would meet a mesenger at the 
end of a run, say Brinson, for in- 
stance, and he would take me into 
his confidence and tell me what he 
had stolen and how he had gotten 
rid of it. At the other end of the 
run I’d meet another who, would 
tell me what he had stolen. 

“After 1917 the practice of re- 
ceiving orders for goods became 
general,” he related. “The railroad 
men would give orders for suits of 
clothes; automobile tires, specify- 
ing the number they fhould be; 
ladies wnderwear, ard other things 
they wanted for their own ”— use, 
Later en they not only called for 
articles they could use themselves, 
but asked for things they could 
sel’ to other people.” 

Telling of expressions used 
among the men to denote whether 
messengers were safe to deal with, 
Hughes said, “we would ask, ‘is he 
all right,’ and ‘will he travel?’” 

Beginning alphabetically with E. 
M. Alsabrook, Powers began ask- 
ine the witness of his transactions 
with defendants when court ad- 
wurned at 2 o’clock he had testi- 
fied as to dealings with five. going 
through the name of Henry Barlow.

Group of Legislators Seek 
Immediate Embargo on 
Many Products, Includ- 


ing Cotton. 


e 


Washington, March 17.—An ap- 
peal to President Harding to place 
an immediate embargo on imports 
of wool, hides, meats, butter, lem- 
ons, cotfon seed oii; and cotton has 
been made by a group of western 
senators and representatives, Sen- 
ator Cameron,. republican, Arizona, 
announced tonight. The situation 
facing the producers of those proéc- 
ucts also has been laid before Sec- 
retaries Wallace, Hoover and Fall. 

The president took the request 
under advisement, Senator Cameron 
said, and indicated that he wished 
to get the advice of certain of his 
cabinet members before acting. The 
president was informed, the Arizona 
senator saic, that the producers of 
the commodities which would be 
covered by the embargo were fac- 
ing such a “serious situation” that 
unless steps were taken immediate- 
ly to shut out imports from foreign 
countries the very existence of some 
of the producers was in danger. 

The western members of congress 
were said to maintain that war 
powers still retained by the pres- 
ident gave him authority to declare 
an embargo “such as they recom- 
mended. 

Republican members of the house 
ways and means committee stood 
pat today on the proposition that 
a permanent tariff bill should top 
the legislative program of the new 
session of congress. ‘ 

This view was expressec at a 
committee conference, which took 
up, among other things, the ques- 
tion of preparing and _ rushing 
through the house the same anti- 
dumping bill passed last session, to- 
gether with an added American val- 
uation measure. The latter may be 
incorporated in the same Dill. and 
the committee adopted a resolution 
requesting treasury department of- 
ficials to frame a rough draft for 
its consideration. 

There was no intimation from the 
white house as to whether the pres- 
ident had approvec: the program 
agreed upon Monday at a confer- 
ence of the ways and means and 
senate finance committees. The 
president had expected to see west- 
ern members of the former com- 
mittee who have been insistent in 
demanding that the tariff be taken 
up ahead of revenue revision, but 
the meeting was postponed at his 
request and Chairman Fordney ex- 
plained that he hae sent Mr. Har- 
ding a list of members with whom 
he might want to discuss the situ- 
ation.

The situation today as regards thé price of cotton and the demand for this great commodity may best be de- 
scribed by two familiar quotations. One: “It is a long lane that has no turning.” The other: “The darkest hour 
is that before the dawn.” ere . 

Believing that a brighter day in the cotton market is about to dawn and that there are already signs that the end 
of the lane of price depression is in sight, the undersigned cotton interests of the city of New Orleans urge your careful 
reading of this page. It contains facts and many hopeful indications of better times ahead which should strengthen 
you in your determination to hold your cotton through the present crucial period. At the same time, we wish to 
urge upon the growers of cotton the necessity of putting into effect the Memphis plan for a drastic reduction of the 
acreage, as the economic welfare of the entire South depends upon the success attending this movement. Reports 
coming to hand already indicate that this movement is gaining a headway and momentum that is certainly encourag- 
ing, but the good work along this line must be kept up until the success of the acreage reduction plan is absolutely 
assured. }} 7 

On the other hand, if the spot holders generally of the South weaken now and throw up the sponge at this 
critical juncture, economic ruin will be the portion of Dixie, and another period of poverty and depression will come on 
us as bad as that which followed the Civil War. aor ai 

By standing your ground, cotton growers and spot holders of the South, keeping your nerve and holding the 
cotton that you have—by refusing to plant another large crop for the new season now at hand, you will accomplish 
three necessary things. | | | 

FIRST: You will stimulate buying of dry goods in the primary markets, which will, in turn, encourage the 
spinners to come into the cotton market and compete for the unsold balance of the present crop. 

SECOND: You will automatically reduce the available supply of cotton for next season, and offset the 
bearish effect of evén a large carry-over at the end of the present season. 

THIRD: You will do your part toward bringing cotton back to a price level at which it can be profitably 
grown and thus materially aid in restoring prosperity in this part of the country. 

Spinners have suffered as much through the great shriakage in values as have the producers, because it has forced 
them to reduce the price of their output below a working profit. They realize, as never before, that their prosperity is 
bound up with that of the producer. A rise in values would benefit them as much as it would the spot holder in that it 
would revive business. A revival in trade means increased demand for the spinners’ output and a greatly enlarged outlet 


for the actual. The spinner, as a class, is bullish, and will come into the market as an eager buyer of spots with any im- 
provement in trade conditions. 


Drastic Reduction in Acreage This 


Year Is Absolutely Necessary 


In view of the fact that present indications ‘are for a large carry-over of American cotton at the close of this 
season, the salvation of the Southern cotton industry seems to lie in making drastic reductions in cotton acreage this 
spring. This reductidn should be fully one-half, as even a moderate production of approximately eleven million bales 
would force values to a level next season even lower than that reached this year. | 

If the Southern planters will make a crop totaling approximately eight million bales there is every indication 
that they would receive for their cotton practically double the present price of the staple and would thereby earn 
a living profit rather than sustaih a. severe loss as has been the case this year. 

If the surplus land were planted in food and feed crops for home consumption the farmer and the world at large 
would profit. cre 

As a concrete illustration of the acreage reduction question, let us suppose that a cotton farmer owns a hundred 
acres of land valued, under normal conditions, at $5000. He may, as in past seasons, go ahead and plant prac- 
tically all of his land in cotton, but if any number of cotton farmers in the South did likewise, what would happen? 
Another large crop would be produced, and this added to the indicated large carry-over from the present season 
would give such a huge supply that prices would sink to more ruinously low levels. In that case the farmer who had 
planted nearly a hundred acres in cotton would find himself in a desperate plight. Land values depend upon the 
profitableness of crops grown thereon. With an unprofitable cotton crop on his hands, he would find that the value 
of his hundred: acres of land would probably depreciate 50 per cent or drop from $5000 to $2500. Would it not 
be greatly to his advantage, therefore, to plant food crops even for a mere subsistence, and, if necessary, throw part 
of his land out of cultivation entirely? . A small acreage in cotton: might not bring him much monetary return, it is 
true, but his land would then have a hundred per cent valuation, which would offset any possible profit that he might 
have realized by producing more cotton. Let every planter and farmer in the South reason this problem out for 
himself, and we have no doubt that he will come to the conclusion that he who makes only one bale of cotton grow 
where two grew before is not only helping to solve a great economic problem in the South, but is also putting money 
in his own pocket. | 

Advices from the interior are to the effect that producers realize the seriousness of the situation and are. de- 
termined to materially reduce their acreage this season. In this movement the growers are being backed by mer- 
chants and bankers. 

If the South persists, however, in planting a full acreage of cotton this year in the face of ‘present conditions 
and the market declines to a new low level next season, the farmer will have no one to blame but himself.

One of the largest mill owners and operators in Georgia wired to friends here recently 
that his entire chain of mills was starting on full time and that the outlook from a mill point of view was brighter, 


A prominent spot brokerage firm writes from New Bedford, Mass., under date of February 25th: 


“The stock of cotton in the East is sri@iéjjthan it has been for years, and unquestionably with any im- 
provement in the present conditions all of the Easterfmills will be compelled to replenish their depleted stocks.” 


Total spinners’ takings thus far this season have amounted to 6,250,000 bales as compared with 8,846,000 
last year, or a decrease of 2,596,000 bales. This decrease, however, is chiefly on the part of American mills, which, 
North and South, have taken only 3,084,000 bales as compared with 5,166,000 to the corresponding date last year. 


The takings to date by foreign spinners have been 3,166,000 bales, or only 514,000 bales under last yeah. Stocks 
of cotton held by spinners in America are the smallest in years. English stocks, including the amount afloat for 
Liverpool, are 500,000 bales less than last year.

Mrs. Ayers stated that 
threatening letters from a “gang,” 
and unsigned notes sent to Ward at- 
tacking her character, caused him 
to get a divorce, and that the “gang” 
broke up her home twice, wWara 
made no mention of these unsigned 
letters, and Mr. Coogler believed 
that Ward secured the proof of his 
wife’s relations with Thomas, on 
Which the divorce was granted, 
from personal investigation by his | 
daughter, the stepdaughter of Mrs. 
Ayers. 

Mrs. Ayers’ Claim. 

Mrs. Ayers claimed that the 
sheriff of Grays Harbor county, 
Washington, wrote her that cryptic 
messages had been received by 
Ward, reporting allegea illicit re- 
lations between his wife and 
Thomas, and that these had been 
the basis of the divorce decree.

Carl Cash 
was not present Thursday when his 
case was called. and he was al- 
lowed another day of grace in 
which to appear‘and relieve the 
bail. Daniel’s case was not on the 
calendar for this term. 

Crane’s employer appeared in be- 
half of the prisoner and spoke in 
his behalf.

of the court and said the youth, 


had been in his employ since short- 
ly after the robbery and had prov- 
en to be a steadv. efficient work- 
er. Crane and Clack were fined 
$60 each. 


NEGRO MEET FAVORS 
IMPROVED CONDITIONS 


Resolutions embracing the gener- 
al welfare of the colored race, with 
recommendations for correction of 
a number of evils, were passed 
Tuesday night at the final meet- 
ing of Tri-state Big Brother and 
Big Sister convention, at the But- 
ler street Y. M. C. A., under the 
auspices of, the Urban league. 

Embodied in the resolutions were 
recommendations pointing to the 
education of the race against crime, 
asking that colored policemen or 
probation officers be appointed by 
the city to investigate public dance 
halls and other amusement houses, 
frequented by negroes, for the pur- 
pose of seeing that those places are 
conducted properly. Investigation 
was also asked for pool rooms,

American League to Pursue 


Blackened White Sox Until 


Convicting Evidence Is Gained 


Chicago, March 17.—The state to- 
day dropped the cases against all 
of the Chicago White Sox baseball 
players indicted for the alleged 
throwing of the 1919 world’s series, 
except Chick Gandil. 

The action was taken after Judge 
William E. Dever had refused to 
grant a continuance of: more than 
sixty days in the case. The state 
demandeé six months, on the ground 
that it would take that length of 
time to gather evidence which would 
give the prosecution a chance of 
conviction. 

Immediately after the action had 
been taken, Robert E. Crowe, state’s 
attorney, announced that an at- 
tempt would be made to gather new 
evidence and that new indictments 
would be sought against the men, 


| The players whose cases were drop- 


ped were those who had surrendered 
and given bail, namely, Claude Wil- 
liams, Joe Jackson, Oscar Felsch, 
Swede Risberg, Eddie Cicotte, Buck 
Weaver and Fred McMullin. 

The eases of Gandil, Hal Chase, 
Rachel Brown, Joseph J. Sullivan, 
Abe Attell* and Bill Buftns were 
stricken off the court call by Judge 
Dever. They were charged with 
being the men who arranged the 
alleged conspiracy. Taking the 
cases off the call prevents calling 
them up again for six, months. 

Crime Committed. 

Mr. Crowe, in his announcement 
that the cases were droppec, said 
that he “was convinced that a crime 
had been committed, but that cor- 
ruption of the state’s principal wit- 
nesses made it impossible to go on 
with ‘the case.” 

“Joe Jackson, Eddie Cicotte and 
Claude Williams, the men who con- 
fessed to the grand jury, have been 
corrupted,” he declared. 

“With their evidence available, we 
would have hac*a clean cut case 


against these men and be ssure of 
obtaining convictions. Without 
their evidence our case is hopeless. 

“This case ig not finished, how- 
ever, and these men have not es- 
caped punishment. We are going 
right after the evidence that will 
convict and we know where to get 


it. 

“When this evidence has been 
procured I shall personally go be- 
fore the grand jury and seek new 
indictments. And there will be no 
mistakes next time.” 

Peculiar Conspiracy. 


“A peculiar conspiracy has strip-

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Oils and Motors Strong 
While Others Decline

New York, March 17.—The stock market at the opening was firm, 
there being a slight advance in prices over the previous day’s closing. 
This strength represented a continuation of the rally which set in two 
days ago, and which was most pronounced in the late trading on Wed- 
nesday, when the local call money rate dropped to 6 per cent near the 
close. Today, however, when the call money rate was posted at 7 
ber cent at the opening, some fresh selling came into the market, 

ich caused a slight reaction, and for a time there was considerable 
irregularity, as some stocks resisted the move, while others declined 
On the selling. One of the features of the morning was the renewed 
decline in Atlantic Gulf and West Indies, which broke to a-new low 
record for the year. 

In the afternoon irregularity continued, the oils and motors being 
strong, while numerous other issues declined. New Haven was the 
weak sister in the rail group, on receivership talk, which is not sub- 
stantiated in official circles. Another weak feature was Vanadium, 
which broke sharply on rumors that the dividend will be cut or passed 
next week. Replogle declined in sympathy with Vanadium. 

The foreign trade figures for February show a sharp falling off in 
exports as compared with January, but a slight increase in imports. 

The affairs of Gaston, Williams & Wigmore have finally wound up 
in receivership for the company. The history of this company is 
similar to. that of many others which made huge profits during the 
War years, only to be caught with enormous assets on hand which 
could not be liquidated at anything like their costs as a result of the 
collapse in the exchange markets and the fall in prices. The liabili- 
ties are placed at about $6,000,000, and the book value of the assets 
at about $5,000,000 to $6,000,000.

an An unusual amount of interest centers on the money situation at. 
the present time, in view of the improvement in the bank position 
since the beginning of the year. .The large gold imports (it is esti- 
mated that $20,000,000 will be received this week) and the predictions 
that there will be a reduction in federal discount rates before very 
long. Call money has been slightly easier during the past few days, 
the rate getting down to 6 per cent shortly before the close on Wed- 
nesday, but the opening today was again at 7 per cent. And this was 
responsible for part of the selling which came into the market shortly 
after the first hour as a lower rate had been generally expected. It is 
also predicted from London that it may not be long before’there is 
also a reduction in the Bank of England rate, which is now 7 per cAtt. 

The annual report of. the American Tobacco company for the year

: It is reported that American oil producing concerns with property 
in. Mexico are opposed to the new administration recoznizing the new 
Mexican government until act 27 of the constitution of that country 
ceases to threaten confiscation and as long as the Mexican federal 
zone laws remain in effect. Representatives of the oil companies held 
a meeting in Galveston to discuss the Mexican situation.

Continue to Fall 


Washington, March 17.—Whole- 
Sale prices of commodities continued 
to decrease in February with a 
drop oft 5% per cent for the month 
Or a total decrease of 38.5 per cent 
from the high peak of May, 1920, 
said the monthly bulletin issued to- 
day by the bureau of labor statis- 
tics. 

Food declined 7 per cent for the 
month or 38 per cent from prices 
a@ year ago, the bulletin said, build- 
ing materials 7 per cent for the 
month or 26 per cent below prices 
a year ago, farm products prices 
5% per cent during the month or 
45 per cent for the year, cloth and 
clothing 4% per cent for the 
month, and more than 44 per cent 
for the year. 

Fuel and lighting prices dropped 
4% per cent from January prices, 
but still showed an increase of 16.5 
per cent over prices a year ago. 

Metal and metal products drop- 
ped 4 per cent in February and 
22% per cent for the year; chemi- 
cals and drugs 2% per cent for the 
month and 9% per cent for the 
vear; miscellaneous commodities, 
including such articles as wrap- 
ning papers, mill feed middline, 
bran, cotton seed meal and oil, 
lubricating oil. jute, rubber, news- 
print. soap, tobacco and wood pulp, 
about 54% per cent each for the 
month. and house furnishings 2 
per cent during the month,

COUPLE ARE HELD {BRITISH NAVY HcAD 


N POISON CAS 


Mrs. W. W. Williams and 
A. L. Campbell Held for 
Grand Jury, Following 
Death of Farmer. 


Greensboro, Ga., March 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mrs. W. W. Williams, aged 
33, and A. L. Campbell, 
were tonight committed to jail with- 
out bond in connection with the 
death of W. W. Williams, aged 59, 
husband of the woman, and a well- 
known Greene county farmer, fol- 
lowing a lengthy preliminary hear- 
ing held before Justice R. H. 
Rhodes. 


Dr. Edgar €verhardt, of Atlanta, 
the Principal witness, statec that, 
in anatysis of Williams’ stomach, 
he had found a sufficient quantity 
of strychnine to produce death. 

It is estimated that almost 1,000 
spectators from all parts of this 
county crowded the Greene county 
courthouse to hear the evidence. 
The hearing convened at 11 o'clock 
this morning and, with the excep- 
tion of a short recess for lunch, 
approximately eleven hours were 
consumed in taking testimony. At 
10 o’clock tonight Justice Rhodes 
ruled that the defendants be held 
without bone until their case coulda 
be investigated by a grand jury. 

The death of Williams, who was 
well known in thls section, followed, 
it~is alleged, continuous domestic 
trouble between him and his wife 
over Campbell, who was a boarder 
in the Williams home for two years. 
Recently Mrs. Williams, following a 
quarrel, is alleged to have snapped 
a pistol at her husband. The weapon 
was unloaded. There was, too, it 
was testified, some discord between 
the farmer ane his oldest son, Ben- 
nie, who was released under a smal] 
bond at a hearing held last Satur- 
day, because Bennle testified in 4i- 
vorce proceedings Instigated by 
Campbell against his wife in the 
Greene superior court last January, 
which resulted in Campbell receiv- 
ing a decree. 

Improper Conduct Alleged. 

The trend of the evidence ada- 
duced at the hearing today was to 
the effect that trouble was brewing 
between Williams and his wife be- 
cause, it was alleged, the farmer 
had accused his wife of improper 
relationship with Campbell, and 
that Williams had requested that 
Campbell leave his home. 

Mrs. Williams on the stand de- 
nied that she or Campbell had poi- 
soned her husband, or had done him 
any bodily harm. She stated that 
on the night that Williams was 
taken ill she gave him, at his own 
request, two aspirin tablets with 
a drink of whisky. Several hours 
later Williams was dead. 

Campbell, regarded as a hand- 
some man, also was on the stand, 
and denied any connection with the 
death of the farmer, nor. he said, 
did he know of any domestic trou- 
ble Drewing between Williams and 
his wife over him. 

Bennie Williams was also a wit- 
ness. He stated that when his fa- 
ther was found dead he notified 
his relatives. 

Suicide Theory. 

The thory advanced by Mrs. Wil- 
liams in the vent that her hus- 
band’s death was due to poison was 
that in a fit of desponiency due to 
worry over his crop, he had com- 
mitted suicide. She admitted that 
he had cursed and goaded her into 
desperation, which caused her to 
attempt to kill him three weeks be- 
fore he died. She stated that Camp- 
bell had been brought to the house 
as a boarder at the request of her 
husband, and that soon after his 
arrival the domestic discord began, 
which caused continued quarrels 
between herself and husband. 

Williams death occurred on March 
1. So sudden was his death, with 
the fact that he was Known to be 
in perfect health up to that time, 
that his friends, who, it was claim- 
ed, were also aware of the domes- 
tic trouble in the farmer’s home, 
became skeptical and an investiga- 
tion was started. A little more 
than a week ago Mrs. Williams, 
her son. Bennie, and Campbell were 
arrested by county officials, follow- 
ing. an investigation. 

illiams’ body was exhumed and 
his visera was removed and sent 
to Atlanta for analysis. A prelim- 
inary hearing was called last Sat- 
urday, but, as the chemist was not 
present, it was delayed until today, 
but before recess was taken Bennie 
Williams was released under bond 
of $150 as a material witness.
